How Ue Managed Natlva* Who Bofa*o 4 
to Soil Him Fooil. 

“Ireirard Savorgnan de Brazza, next 
lo Stanley, as tbe greatest of living 
Africian travelers,” said Mr. Carl 
Steckelmann. “No one who bos ever 
seen Do Bi'azza on bis travels,” be con- 
tinued. “could fail to rccog^nlze tho 
fact that be was bom to be an ex* 
plorer. I shall never forget tbe time 
I met him far inland when I was 
traveling up the Kwilu river. 

“One day I reached a tribe who 
seldom saw white men. They were 
not very hospitable, but finally con- 
cluded to sell me food. After a few 
hours I got on pretty friendly terms 
with them, and they allowed me to 
camp in the village. Suddenly 1 ob- 
served a little commotion among tbe 
natives. A few carriers were seen 
emerging from tbe forest, and with . 
them was a slender, sad-evod, poorly- I 
clad white man. It was tho Governor 
of the French Congo himself, and he 
was off on one of his long tramps 
through tho country. 

“De Brazza approached a group of 
natives and asked them for food. The 
savages thought this was piling it on. 
•No,’ they said, gruffly; ‘wo have one 
white man here already. You can’t 
get food here. You had better go on 
your way.’ 

“De Brazza said nothing. He sim- 
ply ordered his carriers to lay down , 
their loads in the middle of the village. 
Then be sat down apart from the na- 
tives while one of tho men unpacked 
his astronomical 1 and other instru- 
ments. Tbe explorer went to work 
to make observations for position and 
to calculate his altitude. 

“It was the strangest sight the na- 
tives ever saw — this white man study- 
ing his instruments so intently, and fig- 
uring away on a bit of paper. They 
made up their minds that bis instru- 
ments were a'very powerful fetich, 
and that tliis white man was a per- 
son not to be trifled with. Soon a 
crowd gathered around him, and when 
the curious blacks camo too near, tho 
explorer frightened them away by his 
grulf manner and impatient gestures. 

•“Get away from mo. Clear out 
Don’t you see I'm busy. Lot me 
ulono,’ be said. 

“.\t length Do Brazza finished his 
work and put away bis instruments. 
Some natives had lieen cooking their 
evening meal in front of their hut. 
Their meat and vegetables, which bad 
been boiling in a ]>ot, wers ready, and 
the group gathered around the dying 
fire and began to c:aL De Brazza 
watched them for a minute or twa 
Then he took a tin plate and a large 
EjKKm, walked up to the pot, helped 
himself liberally to its contents with- 
. out saying a word to any body, sat 
down by a tree, and regaled himself 
I with native cookery. He knew just tbe 
aifect his action hod produced upon 
the native mind and just what to da 
llicn be told tho villagers bis men 
I were hungry and must bo fed. Fed 
they were with all tliey could eaL for 
: who would dare to oppose a great 
\ medicine man who carried such a re- 
markable fetich as a theodolite? De 
Brazza slept in the village that night, 
and next morning he paid tbe natives 
well for all they had given him and 
took his departure.” 

Do Brazza is one of the few explor- 
ers who are perfectly willing, if need 
be, to live for months on native cook- 
^ cry. If ho has no supplies on hand he 
is not afraid to travel without them. 
Stanley said that Do Brazza was one of 
' tho most dilapidated-looking objects 
! he ever saw when bo suddenly turned 
: up on the Congo one day. barefooted 
and in raga De Brazza relates, how- 
ever, in the story of his early travels 
on the Ogowa an experience that near- 
ly upset his equilibrium. He arrived 
at a village one day, and requested a 
woman to cook him some dinner. She 
I prepared the meal, and while he was 
eating it he asked his dusky host 
! the name of the fish she had set before 
him. She replied that it was not fish, 
but snake he was eating. Though he 
thought tbe dish an inviting one, bis 
. imagination got the better of him, and 
tbe explorer says he suddenly lost his 
appetite and did not regafti it until tho 
next meal tima — N. Y. Sun.

If there was one thing which tho 
Doctor and the rest of us took a lively 
interest in. it was the killing of a year- 
ling to get fresh meat It may bo 
supposed that fresh meat was not 
scarce in a cattle camp, but this Wiss 
not trua It was not often that tbe 
few men who watched the herd found 
time to do any slaughtering. So when 
it was decided to kill a yearling there 
was an unusual stir of iuterost among 
the mea 

Tho Doctor in a short time got to 
know so much about this operation 
that at the first sign of preparation ho 
gave expression to tho wildest glei. 
As soon as ono of tho men began to 
sharpen his knife the Doctor climbed 
a fence post and on top of it began a 
series of crazy antics. He raised bis 
back, with iii^r standing up like por- 
cupine quills, and bowled until the 
men started to iassoo a yearling. I1ien 
tho Doctor became a four-legged fiend. 
With a wild scream he leaped from thp 
post and ran before the horses, tum- 
bling over and over, clawing at tho

Numbers of 
owners ara utterly distrusted, tho 
jockey who never sells a race is 
praised as a moral hero — just remem- 
ber the columns of moral laudation 
lavished on Archer — and as for tho 
bookmaker who always pays — which 
he must do if he U to get good custom- 
ers — he stands on a level with a mill- 
ionaire philanthropist 
C There is not a betting man in tho 
country who is not full to tbe lip of 
stories of roguery, and not a stabler 
boy who could not enlarge the betting- 
man’s repertory if he told all he knew. 
Nobody 'oinnccted with races even 
affects to be surprised when he hears 
of sharp practica and there are great 
owners who would no more bst than 
archbishops, because they know that if 
they did, even their characters couM 
not escape tho mud which more or less 
smirches every man whoso cliief inter- 
est in human affairs is the comparative 
running of your horses. Now, why is 
that? Speculators on ’Change are very 
often not nice men, and some of them 
are, we fear, deliberate and accom- 
plished liars; but they are not all 
smirched as tho turf-men ara even in 
the eyes of the very strict, and a largo 
majority play fair. So do the majority 
of card-players, whom ono would, a 
priori, expect to be at least as much 
Inclined to sharp practice as any bet- 
ting-man.

In 
1862 Train was assaulted in Boston, 
Dayton, and elsewhere on account of 
his utterances, and an attempt was 
also made to assassinate him at Alton, 
III. He obtained tbe original capital 
— about $2,000;000 — to construct the 
Union Pacific. In 1861 he organized 
the Credit Mobilier with a capital of 
$10,000,000 and obtained donations of 
land grants for the company at Oma- 
ha. In 1872 he went to Europe and 
delivered many public Speeches, and 
on his return published some alleged 
obscene literature, and Anthony Com- 
stock put him In the Tombs. Train 
was also adjudged a lunatic, but after 
a year's confinement was released. In 
1874 he became tbe champion of wor'ic- 
ingmen, and quit eating animal food, 
butter and condiments. He refused 
the Greenback presidential nomina- 
tion in 1876, also refusing invitations 
to lecture. In 1877 he began psycho- 
logical conversations in Madison 
Square. Tfain is said to be rich. Ho 
owns real estate in Omaha and other 
parts of the West

claiming that it weakened his physical 
and intellectual powers. Ho goes every 
day to Central Park to feed the birds 
and enjoy the company of the chil- 
dren, with whom be is a great favor- 
ite.

In the Dark tobacco sections of tbe 
Htate careful estimates place the dam- 
age by frost on the liill at 8} |ier ceut , 
w ith considerable damage from barn- 
freezing. 

In tbe Burley countiee the damage 
from frost was comparatively liglit, 
uot excet-diiig 2 per ceut. The reason 
of diis difiereiice is in the fact that die 
Burley matured earlier and m<«t of it 
had been housed before the fniel.

I want to give you my method for 
keeping eggs, for I have tried nearly 
all the processes, and have found none 
that kept eggs with less deterioration 
from the fresh state than the follow- 
ing method; Take a stoneware vessel 
(earthen will not answer on account of 
its porous nature) or clean half-barrel, 
and put in a layer of common salt, two 
inches deep; then place tbe eggs with 
big end down, close together, but not 
touching; cover by carefully sprink- 
ling salt between, and cover the eggs 
about one and a half inches deep. 
Then proceed with the next layer in 
the same way. The large end of tbe 
egg is where the air-sock or bubble is, 
and by placing it down the contents of 
the shell hold it in place and prevent 
it frem expanding, and also, to a much 
greater degree, will prevent the yelk 
from settling to the shell. Careful ex- 
periments showed me what an aston- 
ishing difference there is in cggfs kept 
even on a hole-bored shelf, with litUe 
or big ends down. Careful experiment 
has proven the desirability of large 
ends down. — Poultry Keeper.

, inner secrets increof. I b«.-ario acqnaiute'j 
I with toe intctual laws of good and evil, and 
with tho mj-stcry of that trust which is 
held of man; aI*o I learned tbe secrets of 
tto pyramids— which 1 would that 1 bad 
never known. Further, I road the records 
of the pasL and of tUc acts and words of 
too ancicut kings wl,o were before me 
since the rule of Horusupon earth; and I 
was mado to learn all craft of state, the 
loro of earth, and with it tho records of 
Greece and Romo. Also I learned the Ore- 
rian and the Roman tongues, of which in-

Peliisim, and liow at tli..* 
juncture the migh'y Car-air, that great man, 
that greatest of all men, saii> d w.th a wc-zk 
cempany hi: her to A>cxard:-ia from Phar- 
aalia’s bkx'dv field in hot pnrsu'.lof Pumiicy. 
But he found Poui;iey ulready dead, having 
been basely niunicred by Achillas, tho Gen- 
eral, and 1 .urius B'-ptimtus, the chief of tiio 
! Roman leeious in n.gyp. ; and tbou kiiowo*-. 

I bow tbo Alexandrians were troubled at liis 
I ooming and would have slain bis lictors 
! ihen, ss tbou hast heard, Czesar seiz- d

It is of courts slwsiys sllowsd that tt 
it neoeaaary In say eoorae of eductOion 
to give sa inrportsat place to the con* 
siderstion of history, but there re- 
Bsains still moch to be done before 
there will be say proper and geiieral 
appreciatioe of the great importance 
of this branch ef knowledge. This is 
largely due to the fact that history has 
too often been Uuight as i mere dry 
and repelent ooUecUon of dates and 
uninteresting detaiU. Perhaps nine 
men out of ten are in their youth so 
strongly repeled by the method in 
which an attempt is made to cram 
history down their throats that they 
never get to any thing like a fair co in- 
ception of the interest and richness of 
the study; and of those who are more 
fortunate there are not many who un- 
derstand what the true object of study- 
ing history should be. 

This is especially unfortunate in a 
country like ours, where all the people 
are supposed to take an intelligent in- 
terest In the affairs of state, and where 
every individual is more or less likely 
to come sooner or later Into active par- 
ticipation, at least by his vote, in the 
gravest issues which present them- 
selves for the solving. To know what 
should be done in any situation it is 
necessary to know both what others 
have done, and what was the result of 
the course which they took. The tried 
adage that history repeats Itself is al 
least so far true that it is not easy to 
And a problem in government to-day 
which has not at some time and in 
some place presented itself before, and 
we have the advantage, if we are but 
wise enough to avail ourselves of it, ol 
living in an age so late in the recorded 
history of the hunutn race that there is 
waiting for us the aocumulisted experi- 
ence of mankind for thousands of years 
in grappling with the very problems 
that trouble and challenge us to-day. 
If our predecessors have not solv^ 
them all, they have at least eliminated 
many of the solutions which might 
present themselves, and spared us the 
labor of proving many things false that 
are to the eye specious and alluring. 

. No better illustration of this could 
be found than the so-called “National- 
ist” movement, which is making s 
somewhat brave show to-day. Ons 
has only to study history to discover 
that the greater part of its proposed 
reforms hare been thoroughly tried 
before and their fallacy proven beyond 
perad venture. It is certainly not the 
part of wisdom to go over the same 
ground again, merely to demonstrate 
once more the truth that socialism it 
not the solution of the riddles which 
have vexed man from the dawn of civ- 
ilisation. It is a pitiful waste of hu- 
man energy to thrash anew the straw 
that has already been again and again 
so thoroughly beaten that there has 
not a grain of wheat been left clinging 
to the here husks. 

—The untrained mind is always liable 
to fall into the error of supposing that 
because a fact or a theory is new to it, 
it is new to mankind; and one of the 
most important uses of the study ol 
history is to correct this natural mis- 
take. In the painful seal which earn- 
est souls feel to right all that may be 
wrong, or which may seem to be 
wrong, upon this complicated planet, 
they are almost inevitably led into 
this danger. No man should dabble 
with the social and moral regeneration 
of the race until be has made himself 
at least tolerably familiar with the ex- 
periments of bis predecessors; and 
many a prophet would have been 
spared much fruitless and the world 
much mischievous preaching bad 
he but taken the precaution to assure 
himself that the revelation he brought 
forward as new was not in reality an 
old and long-disproved dream of the 
theorist 

History must be studied with a mind 
unprejudiced and willing to receive 
the truth, even although it demand 
the sacrifice of the dearest of theories. 
It is useless to go to history with the 
determined purpose to establish some 
cunningly-devised scheme, as it is 
useless to go to nature to collect facts 
to prove some theory framed before- 
hand. It must be examined, more- 
over, as a record of human experience 
and not as a chronicle of the doings of 
unreal puppets playing their parts 
marionette-like upon the stage. His- 
tory is not dates and wars and migra- 
tions; it is the record of human strug- 
gles to solve the riddle of existence. 
The dilemma has been the same 
throughout the ages, and it can only 
approach solution by the bringing to- 
gether the experiences of mankind, 
and taking advantage of all that has 
been done before. How often this 
principle is forgotten or disregarded, 
no one need be told who studied the 
history of social and economic the- 
ories, which perhaps afford the most 
striking illustrations of the sad results 
of such a course. Clumsily handled, 
nothing could be more senseless than 
the study of history; rightly consid- 
ered. there is nothing more impor- 
tant, nothing more pregnant with good 
resulta — Boston Courier.

ELECTRICAL DANGERS. 



Tk« L,oose BIobm Md Straight Skirt Besai 
to B« Um Favorltos, 

The business women of New York 
are actively discussing the style of 
dress best suited to self-supporting 
women. With competition la every 
line daily growing keener they find 
that they can not afford to be ham- 
pered by tbelr clothes. The woman 
who makes a success in any occupation 
is not the woman who is a bundle of 
nerves. An unyielding bodice which 
prevents full deep breathing, the high 
"dog” collar which is heating in sum- 
mer and which rasps the neck all the 
year round, the absence or inaccessi- 
bility of the pocket in which to carry 
the articles which business life re- 
quires are sources of annoyance and 
nervous Irritation. It is not long sluoe 
one of the largest working girls’ so- 
cieties of the city sdopted the blouse 
and straight gathered skirt ais 
club dross for members. Mrs. Jen- 
ness Miller, the successful dress re- 
former, has among her costumes an 
oflice-dress for business women, the 
principal features of which are a full 
Fedora vest front of surah silk with 
short jacket of fine wooL and straight, 
undraped skirt laid in wide box-plaits 
in front and gathered on to the waist 
behind. Another dress is a modifica- 
tion of the Directolre gown, with seven 
pockets, almost as many as are owned 
by that lucky creature, the boy, with 
his first pantalooua Four of these 
pockets are iuserted in the vesL one 
for the watch, one for a pencil, two for 
car tickets and small change.

One of the most interesting and 
valuable papers read during the re- 
cent International Con gross of Med- 
ical Jurisprudence was one by the well- 
known expert Harold P. Brown,on the 
dangers of electrical distribution. Mr. 
Brown says that the list of deaths from 
electric lighting numbers, though in- 
complete. over 200 In the past few 
years, yet it must be home in mind 
that not one street in a hundred or 
one building in a thousand is as yet 
lighted by electricity, and more than 
half the house-lighting now done is 
the work of the continuous current 
used at a pressure that can not possi- 
bly prove fstaL Dangerous electrical 
systems are being rapidly installed in 
all parts of the country, and in the 
interest of human life and health 
prompt action is imperatively de- 
manded. 

This warning, from one who is an 
authority on the subject of which he 
treats, is one that can not lightly be 
passed over. It should be heard and 
heeded. 

The remedy for electrical dangers Is 
not to be found in an indlscriminato 
burial of the wires. Mr. Brown says 
that "burying the wires is no protec- 
tion unless you bury with them lights 
and motors. Chicago has never bad 
overhead electric-light wires, and yet 
at least six men have been killed in 
that city by electricity. The wires of 
the telephone, telegraph, messenger 
service, fire or burglar alarm, etc., 
while harmless in themselves either 
above or below the surface, may be 
made death-dealing by the presence of 
a dangerous system of electric light or 
power. If corporations are permitted, 
as at prosenL to enmesh our cities 
with wires carrying death-dealing cur- 
rents — currents which can escape and 
produce death through any known in- 
sulation — it will cause the adoption of 
laws hampering, if not destroying, all 
electrical industries.” 

The remedy, according to Mr. 
Brown, and according to most other 
experts, lies in restricting the use of 
dangerous currents. It is now well 
established that a continuous currenL 
which flows steadily in one direction. 
Is, in itself, perfectly safe, at least up 
to a pressure of 1,400 to 1,500 volts; 
that devices already suggested would 
make its use reasonabl.v safe in light and 
power systems up to l:,000 volts; that 
an interrupted or pulsating current Is 
dangerous, and that an alternating our- 
rcnL know by physicians as “voltaic 
alternatives,” whose impulses are rap- 
idly reversed in direction, is deadly at 
a very low pressure. 

This being the case, electrical ex- 
perts favor legislation prohibiting tbo 
use of alternating or pulsating currents 
except under certain well-defined re- 
strictions. The safe continuous cur- 
rent should be used whenever possi- 
ble, and when the use of the other and 
unsafe kinds is necessary, the dangers 
they bring should be guarded against 
by a system of rigid Inspection. 

These suggestions, coming from such 
a source, are especially valuable, and 
should be studied by all our law-mak- 
ers, It will undoubtedly soon become 



pecessary to legislate in reference to 
the use of electricity; and the legisla- 
tion that is enacted should be based on 
as thorough an understanding as possi- 
ble of the scientific facts in the case. — 
N. Y. Herald.

A daLBaCsetarar Explains aa Easy P r oesss

To write or draw .on glass it is nec- 
essary to impart to the surface a cer- 
tain degree of rougbaess. 

This may be done by grinding or 
etching; but much more easily by ap- 
plying some appropriate varnish.

To render the gloss again transpareoL 
after writing upon iL apply with a 
brush a solution of sugar or gum aca- 
cia. Still better as a surface for writ- 
ing or drawing ia a varnish of sugar. 
Diseo've equal parts of white and 
brown sugar In water to a thin sirup, 
add a'oohol, and apply to hot glass 
plates. I'he film dries very rapidly, 
and furnishes a surfaoe on which it is 
perfectly easy to Vrito with peu or 
pencil. The best ink to use is India 
! ink, with a little sugar added. The 
I drawing can be made permanent by 
: using a lac or mastic varnish. — Detroit

**Come round to tba house and take 
dinner with me,’’ said Chief Inspcetor 
Byrnes to me one day not very leng 
ago. ‘There’s always an extra plate 
on the table and you’ll be more than 
weloocne.” 

The inspector lives in an unpreten- 
tious, but handsome brown stone resi- 
dence on West Ninth streeL He has a 
charming family, consisting of a wifo 
and several daughters, and no happier 
household exists in the city. After an 
admirably-served dinner, over which 
Mrs. Byrnes, a refined, pleasant-faced 
lady, presided with charming courtesy, 
the inspector lighted his cigar, and in 
the conversation which followed told 
me many interesting facts concerning 
his calling, mainly in answer to my 
questions, and among other things the 
following: 

“How is iL” said I. "that reputable 
women« sometimes women of wealth 
and position, are sometimes arrested 
by private detectives for stealing 
goods of trifling value from dry-goods 
bouses and other stores? Is it not a 
fact that an honest man or woman can 
always, or nearly always, be distin- 
guished from the well-dressed, accom- 
plished thief?” 

The inspector puffed vigorously ou 
his cigar a momenL and after he bad 
blown the blue rings away, said with 
considerable deliberation: 

“Yes, I believe the last to be true. 
It undoubtedly is true. Many of tho 
arrests to which you. refer are entirely 
unwarranted. A detective who can 
not distinguish the difference between 
a lady who, by sheer inadvertence, 
absence of mind, or carelessness, has 
appropriated an article (and I 
have known of such cases) and a 
woman who makes it her business 
to steal — well, such a detective does 
not possess the proper qualifications 
for his work. But rarely is there an 
excuse for it at alL There is always 
something that disUoguishes the thief 
from the honest man or womaa It is 
hard sometimes to say just what that 
something is. but it is always there, 
and the detective, and even the ordi- 
nary police oflScer. should bo able to 
detect it I suppose the quality to 
which I refer in its essence, the 
self-consciousness of innooenco. which 
the Almighty has intended for the pro- 
tection of tho guiltless. 

“In the first place,” continued Mr. 
Byrnes, “the conscious thief is invari- 
ably furtive in his or her glance and 
more or less nervous in movemonL 
Acoomplishod thieves, especially wom- 
en, are able to assume a veneering, so 
to speak, of innocence, but it is a 
moral impossibility for them to suc- 
cessfully counterfeit It for any length 
of time If put to any proper tost 

“Take a thief in a crowd,” tho de- 
tective continued, warming to his sub- 
ject: “he invariably gives himself 
away to the experienced eye. An 
honest man plunges along the street 
and doesn't care much whether ho 
runs into somebody else or noL so 
long as he does not got hurt himself 
or hurt the other man — provided ho is 
polite and considerate, of course. He 
swings along, his eyes straight ahead, 
bent on getting to his destination as 
soon as possible, if he is in a hurr}-. 
If be is noL and wants to tako things 
easy, he doesn’t care how long ho 
stops on a comer or bow sharply tbo 
officer across tho way may be eyeing 
him. He is conscious of no wrong- 
doing or wrong intent, and he shows iL 

“On the other hand, the *crook’ is 
in constant fear of apprehension, and 
to save bis life he can’t help showing 
it Even when ho is not out for busi- 
ness bo manifests by his furtive air, 
bis glancing, suspicious eye, bis gen- 
eral manner of being watoiied and 
under surveillanoe that bis conscionco 
is not clear and that he fears that ho 
may be pounced upon at any moment 
by tho officers of the law. Of course 
it takes some experience to detect tho 
visible signs of a crook, but they are 
nearly always there to be road by tbo 
observant eye, and every competent 
police officer should have such an eye. 

“A thief never crowds his way 
boldly into a crowd, lie never pushes 
and struggles to get a good position 
from which to view a street parade, 
for instance. Of course, two or three 
thieves may crowd and jostle in a street 
car, but they always get off the car 
mighty quick.” 

“No, I toll you,” concluded tho In- 
spector, “a genuine thief can not bide 
his colors, if you only know where to 
‘look for them.” — N. Y. Star.

— Ordinary filters, even If satisfac- 
tory as straiDers, fail to remove all 
bacteria from drinking water. So far 
from lessening the number in the 
original water tho filtering substance 
may allow a more rapid multiplication 
than these micro-organisms would 
ordinarily undergo in the unfiltered 
water on standing, and the germs of 
disease, even If hold back by tho filter- 
ing substance, may be harbored In oil 
filters. 

— It appears thaL though the first 
attempts at oultivating the American 
cotton three in Central Asia proved 
unsuccessful, a new attempt made 
since 1884, under the leadership 
of the Tashkent model farm, and with 
seeds taken from America, has proved 
to be a real euooets. In 1887 tbera 
were no less than 38,700 acres under 
that crop in Turkestan, and in the fol- 
lowing year the area was trebled. 
The crop of 1887 was estimated at 
68,000 cwts. of raw cotton. 

— The oxistonoe of libraries and 
schools before the exodus was showu by 
a report at a recent mooting of the Vio- 
toria Institute in London. Professor 
Saycr, by personal investigation of an- 
cient tablets and inscriptions, found that 
in the fifteenth century before our era 
active literary intercourse was going 
on throughout the civilized world of 
western Asia, between Babylon and 
Egypt and the smaller States of Pales- 
tine, of Syria, of Alesopotamio, and 
even of eastern Cappadocia. This in- 
tercourse was carried on by means of 
tho Babylonian language and the com- 
plicated Babylonian scripL 

— ^Thore is but little doubt that 
aluminum is destined to bo the metal 
of tho future, and will displace iron 
and steel as surely as electricity is dis- 
placing gas and steam. AlEminum ex- 
ists wherever there is a clay bank. 
Formerly the cost of reducing it to 
motallio form was excessive, but now 
the electric current is utilized in its 
production, which is daily being 
effected at a cheaper rate. Aluminum 
is a soft white metal which never rusts. 
It is little more than one-third the 
weight of iron, and, combining well 
with other metals, it becomes, when 
alloyed with copper, harder than steel. 

— Some novel processes in the manu- 
facture of paper have been suggested, 
and it is ascertained by experiments in 
this direction that the strength of paper 
is materially increased by tho employ- 
ment of sea weeds, which form wiUi 
water— certain kinds of them in par- 
ticular — glutinous liquids; rosin soap 
and aluminous cake or compound may 
also be advantageously added, under 
certain circumstances. Experiments 
also show that a very bright surfaoe 
may be given to paper by the following 
simple method: A very concentrated 
cold solution of salt is mixed with dex- 
trine, and a thin coating of the fluid 
laid on the surface of tho paper, by- 
means of a sofL broad brush, and it is 
then allowed to dry. The most desir- 
able salts for this purpose are sulphate 
of tin, sulphato of magnesia, and 
acetate of soda, and size pape.- is also 
essential.

Some people are afraid to eat fnilL 
thinking that fruit and diarrhoea arc 
always associated, when, if they under- 
stood the true causfi of tho diarrhoea, 
they would know that it was caused by 
eating meaL In hot weather meat pu- 
trefies very ' quickly, and during this 
process alkaloids are formed which are 
very poisonous, acting as emetics and 
purgatives. Tis true that fruit eaten 
green or between meals will interfere 
n ith digestion and cause bowel troubles; 
but use fruit that is perfectly ripe at 
meal-time, and only beneficial results 
will follow. 

Acids prevent calcareous degenera- 
tions, keeping the bone.s elastic, as well 
as preventing tbo aocumulation of 
eaithly matters. 'This is because of the 
sol vent power of the acids : but manufact- 
ured acids are not harmless, as are those 
which nature has prepared for us iu 
tiie various kinds of fruit. Fruit is a 
perfect food when fully ripe, but if it 
were in daily use from youth to age 
there would be less gouL gall-stones 
and stone in the bladder. Stewed ap- 
ples, pears and plums are favorite ar- 
ticles of dieL For breakfast or lunch- 
oao. in tho dining room or in tho nur- 
sery, there are few table dishes more 
wholesome and more delicious tbau 
well-stewed fruit served up with cream 
or custard. 

There are many persons, however, 
wbo can not eat it on acco-ant either of 
acidity of the fruit or the excess of 
sugar necessary to make it palatable. 
Sugar docs not, of course, counteract 
acidity; it only di^r»i4<M and its use 
in large quantities is oaiculated to re- 
tard digestion. The housewife may, 
therefore, be grateful for tbe reminder 
that a pinch, a very small pinch, of 
carbonate of soda, sprinkled over the 
fruit previously to cooking, will save 
sugar, ind will re-ador the dish nt once 

I more palatable and more wholesome.

Attempted Suicide a Crime. 

A recent report of the Now York 
Board of Health furnishes some facts 
of interest as to the number of suicides 
iu that city since September. 1881.

A n<Mton Machine Will SoWe the Prob* 
lem. It Is ClaimecL 

News comes from Boston thaL under 
the auspices of tho zErial Exhibition 
Association, a steel air-ship is about to 
be constructed upon the vacuum prin- 
ciple. The ship is to be constructed 
entirely of thin plates of the greatest 
possible tensile strength, and thor- 
oughly braced inside by a “new devel- 
opment in science mechanics” to resist 
the pressure of the atmosphere when a 
partial vacuum is obtained. Tho pro- 
moters of the enterprise expect their 
machine to lift two hundred passen- 
gers and fifty tons of mail or other 
matter, to say nothing of all the ma- 
chinery and apparatus, with electrical 
power sufficient to give a speed to the 
ship of at least seventy miles an hour. 
During the earlier trips no interme- 
diate or steerage passengers will bo 
taken. The cost is estimated at two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
and a National subscription is to bo 
opened for the purpose of secur- 
ing the necessary funds. Dr. Do 
BossueL the inventor, is said 
to claim that his plans have 
had the approval of “the most cmi- 
neot scientific and engineering exports 
in the country.” There is no doubt 
that serial navigation will sooner or 
later become an accomplished facL but 
it is very much open to question 
whether either the automobile balloon 
or the vacuum shell will bo the suc- 
cessful air-ship of the future, but 
rather, so far os we can judge at pres- 
enL a se f-sustaining machine, or a 
motor driven by electricity, derived 
from the surface or the earth. It 
seems oa if inventors never would 
convinced of the futility of the dirigible 
balloon, of which the unfortunate 
termination of the Campbell venture 
has just afforded smother example. 
They are misled by the ease with 
which the machine can be handled in 
a dead calm, and will not realize that 
in.a breeze it becomes comparatively 
powerless. — N. Y. Mail and Express.

Inquiring of wholesale roi>- 
resentative dealers of tho city whether 
the emancipation of slaves in Brazil 
bod affected the coffee supply from that 
country, ono learns th.ut, as tho shaves 
were pledged to complete the year's 
crop after the emancipation, no differ- 
ence in the trade has been noticed, 
although there are rumors of a de- 
crease in next year’s supply. Tho crop 
from Brazil has been especially largo 
this year. 

An odd feature in the coffee trade is 
the difference between European and 
American taste. People of Europe de- 
mand the coffee from Central America 
aud tho West Indies, while .Americans 
have a decided preference for J:iva 
coffee. According to America:! t.vsto 
Ihe best cup of coffee is Jav.i mixed 
with Mocha. The thirty other v:i- 
riclies common in the trade are of 
many qualities, from tlie coai*se Li- 
berian to tho delicate pcalK*rry of 
Java. 

Modern invention in machinery has 
not had a more attractive field than in 
the preparation of colfeo. A Boston 
firm which roiists 50,0<)<) pounds of 
coffee a day ha.s a machine fur milling 
tho bt*rry, sorting it and ro:i-**ting. 
Five or six yours ago seven-eight lis of 
the zAmerican hou«ekei*|K;i*s used to 
roiist their own coffee, hut now 9.5 ;ier 
ceiiL of the coffee consumed is roasted 
by machinery and is siqiplicd in a 
delicate even-brown tint that deliglits 
the fa-stidious eye. Bather peculiarly 
tlio average z\mcrii*an drinks nboul 
the same amount of coffee iii)'.v that 
he did eighteen years ago. In 1870 
tho average consumption for each 
person was 71 jiouiiUs. in ISHS it was 
7§ iKiunds, showing that the ta.ste for 
coffee neither increases nor decreases.

“zVmong the most curious people of 
this conlinenL” remarked John Olen- 
doi'ff in a Siio Franei.seo hotel, *‘:irc 
tho native |>oons of Mexico, and when 
you look at tho female portion of this 
unaccountable race you get a curious 
ro])rcsent:itlon that m:ikcs you p:iuso 
with wonder. 

“Living on tho borders of Arizona 
and Mexico, as I have for nine years 
pusL I have had a good opportunity to 
SCO many things th:it most tr.insicnt 
people would p;iss by unnoticed. The 
longer I stay the more I am impressed 
with the unaccountable w;iys of the 
descendants of the Aztecs. The so- 
ciety ‘lady’ of tho ptxins. If I may speak 
of her as such, has a way of doing up 
her back hair that I have never seen 
duplicat*?d anywhere. 

“It Is uo less than to put a great clay 
crown on tho top of her graniuin, in 
which tho hair is matted, like pigs’ 
bristles, in plaster. This crown 
reaches up say eight or nine inches 
and looks like a groat plaster con& 
It serves a doulLe purpose. ' Not 
only is it worn at evening 

parties. but throughout the 

day. Indeed, tho primary object of 
tho mud cone was to preserve the 
'ncad from the intense heat of the 
southern sun. Now. however, it is 
worn at evening balls, and no 'lady’ 
thinks herself recherche and in posi- 
tively good form unless she has her 
novel crown on. The hair Is matted 
and twisted and coiled all around in it, 
and it may he depended on that it Kin 
not come loose and come tumbling 
down and cause her any embarass- 
ment iu company. The longer a cone 
is worn the harder it gets, and when it 
has reached tho age of a month, say. 
it is as hard as a bi-ick-baL and would 
have to be smashed to pieces with a 
sledge if there were no other way dis- 
covered. This, however, happily, is 
tho case. 

“Tho old Aztecs invented, and tho 
secret has been perjietuated iu the 
race, a peculiar solution compoundotl 
from wild plants which knocks tho 
plaster top'icnot to smithereeiia It 
takes some time to do iU however.” —

WOMEN IN INDIA. 



Tlic Irksome Reslrietiont to Which Thev 
Are Subjected. 

The Hindoo women travel as lightly 
08 the men. but tho two sexes are 
never put into tho same cars. There 
are closed cars on all of tho trains for 
high caste Hindoo women, and those 
have windows of blue glass in the first 
and second classes which permit tho 
women to look ouL but which prevent 
the men from looking in. These wom- 
en come to the depot in closed chairs, 
and os they go to the train they pull 
their shawls about their faces, though 
their ankles and calves, covered with 
gold or silver bracelets, often show. 
In some of the cars tho windows of tho 
women’s compartments .are so fixed 
with shutters that there can be no 
looking ouL and in tho train which 
carried me to Darjeeling there was ono 
car covered entirely with canvas as 
thick as that of a circus tenL This 
contained Hindoo women, who, as 
they rode up the Himalaya mountains 
through tho finest scenery in tho 
world, were thus shut in tho stuffy 
darkness of this tent-llko c:ir, saw no 
more of the grandeur of tho nature 
about them than they would have 
seen had they been tied up in so 
many leather bags and sent along as 
mail. . 

One of the greatest roads in India is 
the East Indian railway. This railway 
has a curious method of investing a 
percentage of tho wages which it pays 
its hands, which is found to work both 
to the advantage of tho railway and 
the employes. Wages are very low in 
India, but through this method many 
of tho employes have become rich. 
AU of the hands who receive over 30 
rupees, or #10 a month, have to pay 2 
per cenL of tbclr earnings into a cer- 
tain fund. They can pay as much more 
than 2 per cent as they please. 'I'he 
road receives the money, pays interest 
on it, and iipion their leaving the serv- 
ice honorably, gives them back double 
the amount they have paid in with in- 
terest This seems incredible, but I 
am assured it is so. An English clergy- 
man told me that he knew a railroad 
employe who went in at #10 a month 
and who wi 1 soon take out #5,000. This 
method was entered into at the time 
the railroad was built The managers 
were bard up for capiUil, and they 
wished to bind their bands to them. 
Tho company is now prosperous and 
It keeps up tho same system.— Cor. N.
